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President Hogan lunches

Hogan also 
urged everyone at the table to 
^et involved and vote. He said 
the students need to “ Fight the 
battle , don’t be silent. “ 

Pres. Hogan then gave a 
brief speech to everyone in the 
cafe. He stated that he needed to 
give a clearer view of the situa¬ 
tion because the students seem 
to be getting mixed signals as to 
the importance of higher educa¬ 


tion to this state. Pres. Hogan 
acknowledged the seriousness 
of the problem but assured 
everyone that classes and the 
the University’s accreditations 
will be saved. He said that the 
delay in schedule processing is 
only to adjust next semester’s 
schedule to any necessary 
changes. 

Pres. Hogan urged all students 
to vote and make themselves 
heard, however he also tried to 
give everyone a sense of confi¬ 
dence because the university 
can survive, it will only be a 
matter of time. 

Pres. Hogan was available 
for questions after his speech 
and restated his confidence in 
ULowell’s survivability. He 
attempted to clear up misunder¬ 
standings about the fiscal situa¬ 
tion and let students know that 
ULowell's administration will 
help students make a difference

Running Strong: U. Lowell Student Writes to Survive

Richard Farrell is a full-time 
student at the University of 
Lowell. Like many students he 
has been busy studying for mid¬ 
terms, but that is where the sim¬ 
ilarity ends. Farrell, 33, is a 
recovering cocaine and heroin 
addict who has seen more hell 
than most of us, and that is how 
he would like to keep it. 

Farrell wrote and produced 
a film to help deter others from 
drug abuse. The film, called 
“Shadow of Addiction,” will be 
shown in the Lowell school 
system. The school committee 
viewed and approved the video 
last week for use at the junior 
and senior high schools. Farrell 
plans to go into the classrooms 
for an hour, show his video, and 
talk about the dangers of drug 
abuse. I asked Farrell why he 


was willing to give so much 
time^and he said, “My hope is 
to bring people on a guided tour 
through hell so that they may 
never have to experience it 
themselves.” 

The film, “Shadow of 
Addiction,” is divided into three 
sections. The first section takes 
place at an operating crack 
house in Lowell. These are the 
places Farrell has known and 
these are Farrell’s friends— 
they allow him in and we get 
an intimate look at their lives. 
The second section takes place 
in a maximum security prison 
and the third section is an inter¬ 
view with a friend of Farrell’s 
who is on death row. It is a 
frightening depiction of a way 
of life Farrell has known all too 
well.

Grad killed 
in accident

Patrick Dugan, 24, a nuclear 
physics graduate student at 
ULowell was killed in a car 
accident Sunday October 21.

No charges have been 
filed against Foster. 

Dugan was a 2nd year grad¬ 
uate student here at ULowell 
and a teaching assistant in the 
Physics department. Memorial 
services were held this morning 
in Bennington NH.

Fox inter-roomate clash turns nasty

On Thursday October 18, at 
approximately 9:00, Matthew 
Aripino, a mechanical engineer¬ 
ing student from Sudbury, was 
allegedly stabbed m the stom¬ 
ach by his roomate William 
Murphy. Aripinio,18, was 
taken to Lowell General Hospi¬ 
tal for treatment. He was 
released from the hospital later 
that night. 

The alleged incident took 
place while the two students 
were watching a Patriot football 
game in Fox 1615. Chief Rowe 
said “Alcohol was involved and 
it is fair to say it emanated out 
of a disagreement between the 
victim and the alleged 
assailant.” 

Resident Advisor Greg 
Cook was the first person on the 
scene. He called an ambulance, 
the university police, and Mike 
Coumoyer(the other RA on the 


16th floor). Three ULowell 
Police Officers, Michael Smith, 
Patricia Reardon and William 
Gray, responded to the call. 
Murphy was arrested by Smith 
and charged with assault and 
battery with a deadly weapon 
and attempted murder. Inspec¬ 
tor David Tausignant of the 
Lowell Police, and student 
E.M.T.s, Bob Welton and J. 
Doty were also on the scene 
according to Chief Rowe. 

William Murphy,18, an 
electrical engineering student 
from South Boston, was 
arraigned on Friday October 19, 
at Lowell District Court, and 
released on his own recog¬ 
nizance. His case was contin¬ 
ued until November 16, stated 
Police Chief Rowe. 

According to Dean King, 
the knife allegedly used by 
Murphy belonged to the other 
student sharing the room, Derek 
Bubon. Bubon, 18, is an elec¬ 


trical engineering student from 
Charlton. 

William Murphy has been 
suspended from the University 
of Lowell. A letter from Dean 
King was sent out to him on 
Friday October 19, however the 
letter did not reach him over the 
weekend. He showed up for 
classes on Monday 22nd and 
Tuesday 23rd. Tuesday morn¬ 
ing ULowell police presented 
himwith a letter of suspension 
and he was escorted off campus, 
according to Police Chief 
Rowe. 

There is a possibility, said 
Dean King, that Aripino and 
Bubon might be suspended 
from the university residence 
halls for violations of the Stu¬ 
dent Conduct Code. Aripino, an 
underaged student, was in pos¬ 
session alcohol and Bubon vio¬ 
lated the prohibition against 
weapons in the residence halls.

:.*»e:r o*n self-worth so they 
won t need to take drugs. He 
says people take drugs because 
they don't feel good about 
themselves. 

The past life that Farrell led 
did not make him feel good 
about himself. He was involved 
with organized crime, he was a 
drug smuggler, and he was an 
addict. But now Farrell has 
hope. He has been drug free 
since April of 1987 and has 
been turning his life around 
ever since. He wants to share 
his past with others in order to 
help. Farrell says, “If I can save 
one child from what I’ve gone 
through, then it will all be worth 
it.” 

Farrell is an English major 
here at U. Lowell and lives here 
in the city with his wife and 


four children. He is a writer 
and his work has been pub¬ 
lished in Voice magazine, the 
Lowell Sun, and the Boston 
Globe. He is currently working 
on a novel. The novel is an 
attempt to look at his own life 
through fiction. 

Writing is his passion now. 
In the world of fiction Farrell 
can re-experience the terror of 
witnessing a senseless murder; 
he can re-create, on paper, how 
it feels to fly— crazy high; and 
he can hold these incidents up 
to the light like a prism— 
search for truth at a safe dis¬ 
tance.

Crime fears on campus spark big sales of security devices 


(CPS) - Fear of campus crime, 
spurred in part by the August mur¬ 
ders of five collegians in 
Gainesville, Fla., has sparked brisk 
sales of security devices to students 
at some schools. 

“College communities are 
becoming increasingly aware of 
and concerned over the many dan¬ 
gers that face students on a day-to- 
day basis,” says Sean Tallarico, 
director of security and safety at 
Moravian College in Pennsylvania. 

As part of its new Operation 
Alert, Moravian has started offering 
“screaming flashlights” - portable 
flashlight/alarms that sound a high- 
pitched siren when a switch is 
pressed or when the carrying strap 


is pulled from its socket - to fresh¬ 
men on a trial basis. At the end of 
the semester, the students can either 
buy it or return it. 

Nearby Wilkes University start¬ 
ed offering the “Alarm Light,” 
manufactured by Fields Enterprises 
in Kingstown, Pa., last year. State 
University of New York-Purchase, 
Syracuse University, St. Mary’s 
College in Maryland, and Cedar 
Crest College, King’s College and 
the Philadelphia College of Phar¬ 
macy and Science, all three in 
Pennsylvania, are also trying out 
the Alarm Light said manufacturer 
Matt Fields. 

“I’m very happy with it,” Tal¬ 
larico said. “It’s a good safety 


thing for our students to carry with 
them.” 

Similarly, ZEI Corporation, a 
Miami-based firm, is selling a 
portable security alarm to students. 

“It gives these students the pro¬ 
tection they need,” maintains 
designer Lincoln Zonn, who said 
University of Florida (UF) students 
snatched up 1,000 of his devices in 
one day. He’s also sold quite a few 
to students at Northeastern Univer¬ 
sity in Boston, where a student was 
murdered last year. 

The murders of five students 
within three days in Gainesville the 
last week of August prompted 
widespread panic on the UF cam¬ 
pus. Many left for home just as 


classes were starting. Some who 
stayed held large slumber parties 
for protection. The student paper. 


the Independent Alligator, suddenly 
got an influx of ads for mace, tear 
gas and stun guns.

He spent 14 
years in Kuwait where he went 
to the American school of 
Kuwait until his junior year.

GP: Were there any U.S. 
troops around? 

PK: No. There were only the 
ones stationed at the embassy 
and that was it. Now with the 
ones that are stationed in Saudi, 
the Saudis are worried about a 
sort of cultural conflict 
between the troops and the 
locals. I personally have my 
serious doubts that anything ot 
that sort will happen in the near 
future. Perhaps after an extend¬ 
ed occupation, but not any time 
soon. After all, the troops are 
there to defend Saudi Arabia, 
aren’t they? The Saudis are 
worried what could happen. 
There are women among the 
troops stationed over there and 
their habits alone could cause 
trouble. The dress code for the 
women in Saudi, not the troops, 
was strict. No short-sleeve 
shirts, heads covered and no 
short skirts or trousers. The 
troops alone defy the dress 
code, not that they were 
instructed to abide by it but it 
stresses things. 

GP: So, are you worried about 


friends back there? 

PK: Yes, as a matter of fact, I 
have a friend, an Iraqi, whom I 
thought was dead, then I heard 
he was drafted into the Iraqi 
army, and now I hear that he is 
alive and hiding from the draft. 
Some other friends of mine had 
their parents stuck back there 
for a while and didn't hear from 
them until they were actually 
out of the country. The kids 
were usually sent on their sum¬ 
mer vacation and the parents 
followed when they could. In 
this case they couldn’t follow 
and no one knew if they were 
actually dead or alive. 

GP: Had people ever thought 
about this? Did Kuwait have 
much of a military? Were they 
ever worried about other coun¬ 
tries attacking them? 

PK: There was a threat from 
Iraq, Jordan, Saudi Arabia and 
Iran. Not a threat in the real 
sense but a 


Kuwaitis lived it up royally 
while the other countries strug¬ 
gled to feed and educate their 
population. Not an easy task 
when you don’t have the 
resources. Iran showed their 
discontent when they launched 
the Silkworm missile, at 
Kuwait. Of course a day later 
the Iranians apologized profuse¬ 
ly about the incident, and for all 
I know they claimed that the 
missile had a faulty guidance 
system. Yeah, okay! Now I 
think that they’re waiting for 
winter. To answer the question 
about the army or military that 
Kuwait had. No they didn't 
have much of a military at all. 
They had a small army and min¬ 
imal amounts of equipment with 
which to defend the country. 

GP: The U.S. gets criticized a 
lot for dealing with the Middle 
East without understanding the 
motivations there and the the

der with them. Jordan, well not 
really a threat at all. They gave 
them hoards of money as 
“loans”, which they knew 
couldn’t be returned.

The Arabs 
believe in themselves as a com¬ 
munity, with Islam at its head. 
Presently, for example, the 
Iraqis want the American and 
other forces to pull out of Saudi 
Arabia and solve the problem 
among themselves and on their 
own.

PK: Well, that’s tricky. For one 
to be able to evaluate the Arabs, 
one must first understand their 
train of thought. The situation 
was such that because there was 
such a large minority of Pales¬ 
tinians in Kuwait, the bias 
towards them and their quest for 
a homeland was very strong. 
Strong that is, within the social 
community. So strong that in 
fact, if one wasn’t extremely 
careful, one could easily

always 
publicly support each 
other. Even when 
Ronald Reagan ordered 
the attack on Libya, Kuwait 
condemned it. I believe that 
they were actually glad some¬ 
thing was done about it, not 
unhappy. Perhaps they didn’t 
approve of the loss of human 
life, and that I can understand. 
What you just asked is a very 
complicated issue and no one 
person will ever give you the 
same answer. One must actual¬ 
ly live there and experience it to 
be able to understand it. Reli¬ 
gion also plays a part, but I 
won’t get into that. Their 
upbringing also plays a part. 


GP: Okay, so how are their val¬ 
ues different? 

PK: Again, what they value is 
their religion and unity among 
themselves. You can’t really 
blame them. Its the way they 
are brought up. The environ¬ 
mental surroundings, the social 
surroundings, a whole lot of 
things. The kids here in the 
U.S. have malls, arcades, a good 
school, and for the most part a 
nice home. In Kuwait for 
example, we didn’t have malls 
until 1986. Good schools cost 
money, especially good schools 
with good 
teachers in 
them. The 
kids weren’t 
given things 
to do. It all 
makes a dif¬ 
ference. So 
for exam¬ 
ple, if the 
government 
tells you 
that the 
Israelis are 
wrong and 
the Palestinians are right, then 
you believe it, because you 
don’t know any better and you 
haven't heard the other side of 
the story. There are so many 
different causes for the way 
people behave, and I couldn’t 
possibly tell you about all of 
them. Perhaps that is why the 
western world calls them bar¬ 
barians, because they are so 
hard to convince. They don’t 
want to believe anything differ¬ 
ent. Unless they’ve had an edu¬ 
cation outside of their own 
country in a foreign university, 
and even then, it is not an easy 
task.

A ringing success

The MRT has kicked off its 
winter season with a winner, 
and if this production of Jean 
Anoouilh’s “Ring Around the 
Moon" is any indication of new 
artistic director David Kent’s 
abilities, the Lowell area is in 
for a wonderful winter of the¬ 
ater. 

The plot is complex, and the 
humor is lush. Twin brothers, 
one a philandering rogue and 
the other a stuttering romantic, 
are involved in a cat-and-mouse 
love affair with a rich ingenue. 
While this sordid chase goes 
on, the ingenue’s father throws 
away his fortune in search of 
happiness, a piano teacher and 
her daughter play-act the role of 
nobility, while a bewildered 
butler can only shrug and shake 
his head at the crumbling state 
of propriety. 

The action unfolds on a small 
scale. There is only one set, 
and watching these small peo¬ 
ple reveal the small complexi¬ 


ties of their small lives on stage 
is like peeking into the window 
of an elaborately crafted doll 
house. The workmanship is 
flawless and the humor is 
charming, even if the themes 
lean towords the roccoco. 

Derek Campbell, who plays 
the chagrinned butler, is love¬ 
ably stuffy, and Jonathan 
Epstein as the yin and yang 
twins is the perfect sentimen¬ 
tal/rake. But Alice White, who 
plays the patronizing maven, 
Madame Desmortes, delivers 
her lines with such wonderful 
sardonic distinction that the 
other players seem to dwindle 
even smaller when she takes the 
stage. 

Anouilh lends a light-hearted 
air to his characters. His aim 
seems more to entertain than to 
drain the brain. So if you have 
ever laughed, or lied, or fallen 
in love, “Ring Around the 
Moon" is being performed right 
now at the MRT especially for 
you.

The play was written by 
Cynthia Heimel and is touted as 
“an uproariously comic look at 
the perils of love, sex, and 
everyone’s worst nightmare— 
DATING!” There is a little bit 
about dating and less about 
love; this play’s focus is sex. 

Cynthia, played by Sally 
Monroe, is lucky enough to be 
getting sex from her live-in 
boyfriend, a man who they call 
the “Kiwi”; Cleo, played by 
Josette Di Carlo, is hoping to 
get it from Cynthia’s ex¬ 
boyfriend; and Rita, played by 
Donna Manley, is hoping to get 
'Ome sex from somone—any¬ 
one. All three women are wor¬ 
ried that they might be neurotic, 
and by the end of the play I was 
sure they were. 

The plot of the play is basi¬ 
cally this: how to find sex, how 
to find companionship, and 
how to find sex.

Pilobolus is gone 


by E. Sawyer and 
The Demigod 

Since its remarkable emer¬ 
gence from a college dance 
class in 1971, Pilobolus has 
been actively extending the 
limits of human motion to forge 
a new vision of modem dance. 
Twenty years of experimenta¬ 
tion in collaborative choreogra¬ 
phy have earned the company 
international acclaim for its 
highly original style of daring 
physicality, ebullient wit, and 
richly evocative imagery. 

With the diverse back¬ 
grounds of its choreographers 
and its unique collaborative 
method, Pilobolus has produced 
a repertory which displays a 
wide range of choreographic 
and theatrical invention. 

Walkyndon” (1971), the earli¬ 
est offering of any on their pro¬ 
grams, represents the era when 
Pilobolus was a company of 
four classmates turned profes¬ 
sional dancers, who created and 
performed their own work and 
managed their own company as 
well. In “Ocellus” (1972), we 
see the sculptural use of the 
body, often in never-before- 
attempted multiple-body struc¬ 
tures which quickly became a 
company trademark. 

The biological imagery 
evoked by its titles (Ciona is an 


acrobatic marine invertebrate) 
is also representative of early 
company work. In fact, with 
characteristic playfulness, the 
company takes its own name 
from a genus of photographic 
fungi. 

Pilobolus’s continued inno¬ 
vation is seen in the dramatic 
“Untitled” (1976) where they 
moved into psychologically 
deeper waters and in the tribal 
“Day Two” (1980). In the com¬ 
pany’s more recent creations, 
the mysterious narrative of 
“Land’s Edge” (1986), the cen¬ 
tral imagery of “Dubut C” 
(1988), and the lyrical athleti¬ 
cism of “The Particle Zoo” 
(1990), we see in full flower the 
earliest seeds of Pilobolus’s 
collective vision. 

Pilobolus lives and works in 
a small rural town in northwest¬ 
ern Connecticut, though it tours 
extensively worldwide. The 
company’s first appearance 
abroad, at the Edinburgh Festi¬ 
val in 1973, brought them the 
Scotsman’s award for Best 
Fringe Event. They received 
the Berlin Critic’s Prize in 
1975, and in 1979 the U. S. 
State Dept, sponsored a Pilobo¬ 
lus tour that included India, 
Afghanistan, and Sri Lanka. 

Pilobolus has been the recipi¬ 
ent of numerous commissions 
from the American Dance Fes-

For two decades Pilobolus 
has grown, expanding and 
refining its original choreo¬ 
graphic method to produce an 
aesthetic vision which it offers 
to an audience of unequal 
diversity. While it has become 
a powerful and stable force in 
the world of modern dance, 
Pilobolus remains as protean 
and surprising as ever.

Donations and Hunger-Homeless Week: 
What is Oxfam?

Where will the money go? 
How will it be used? Who will 
it benefit? Often we refrain 
from donating money because 
*e are nuclear concerning the 
utilization of our offerings. As 
Hunger-Homeless Week 
approaches (Nov. 11-18), you 
will be seeing more and more 
propaganda around the campus 
and community asking for your 
participation and support. 

In particular will be a 
group called Oxfam America. 
Oxfam America is a non-profit 
international organization that 
channels donations from private 
citizens and businesses into 
v arious utilizations. Part of the 
money is used in the U.S. to 
promote education and aware¬ 
ness concerning poverty'. Some 
is also retained by the fundrais¬ 
ing community such as Lowell 
for use in the immediate area. 


Occasionally, when disaster 
strikes, some money is sent as 
emergency aid to buy food and 
medical supplies. 

The bulk of the monies dis¬ 
tributed by Oxfam is used to 
fund self-help projects over¬ 
seas, about two-thirds of the 
money is used in this fashion. 
In these projects, Oxfam repre¬ 
sentatives familiar with a 
region’s difficulties work with 
project partners from that 
region. These partners are typi¬ 
cally farmer’s union leaders, 
members of womens’ associa¬ 
tions, or village councils. 
Before money is allocated, the 
proposed project must meet 
several criteria. Generally it is 
a small-scale project by a local 
group that will maximize the 
value of funds and has large 
potential for growth. Obvious¬ 
ly, the project must also involve 
a low income group and meet 


an important need. Particular 
attention is paid to women, who 
are often particularly disadvan¬ 
taged. In addition, the project 
should build self-reliance, 
strengthen the community’s 
capacity for organization and 
change, promote institution 
building and harmony, and 
finally, set an example. 

We private citizens are 
Oxfam’s only income, govern¬ 
ment aid is neither sought or 
accepted. The little bit you 
may give could make you a 
benefactor of a high school in 
Namibia, or a supporter of 
female leadership in Ecuador, 
or an unknown friend to a down 
on his luck Lowell native who 
needs help getting back on his 
feet.

Intense community 
conflict over environmental risk 
is illustrated in the experience 
of a Needham public school 
where toxics improperly dis¬ 
posed at a nearby industrial site 
contaminated groundwater, 
exposing students and staff to 
health risks. The role of a 
mediator in resolving this con¬ 
flict will be discussed from a 
community psychology per¬ 
spective of the importance of 
resources, power, and value. 
Specific skills in statistics, 
research design, ecological 
analysis of communities, and 
“listening” will be addressed. 

Dr. Julia Brody is a 


consultant to the Risk Analysis 
Group at Tellus Institute for 
Resource and Environmental 
Strategies in Boston. Her work 
has focused on community 
impacts of environmental risk 
and public perceptions of risk. 
She previously served as 
Deputy Commissioner for Poli¬ 
cy Development and Communi¬ 
cations at the Massachusetts 
Department of Environmental

research conducted under the 
U.S. Nuclear Waste Policy Act.

Television lineups are 
chock full of documentaries 
and new programs about the 
state of wave of environmental 
bumper stickers and T-shirts 
has swept the country, gripping 
our nations people with the 
same insistence and intensity as 
the American Motto: “I’ve fall¬ 
en, and I can’t get up!” 

So now Mother Earth is get¬ 
ting some of the publicity she 
has been deserving for a long 
time. But it is apparent to me, 
at least, that publicity and visi¬ 
bility are in and of themselves 
ineffective and almost some¬ 
what of a waste. I mean, con¬ 
sider what goes on now. People 
talk and companies fanfare and 
T.V. stations spend money 
broadcasting and citizens of the 
planet apply stickers and don T- 
shirts and wear buttons; but 
what changes do these mea¬ 
sures effect? Too often the 
answer emerges, “Not many, if 
any.”

I 
thought to myself that it would 
have been much more comfort¬ 
ing to hear a series of five or 
ten second announcements that 
went something like, “The 

-Company, Inc. wants 

viewers to know that instead of 
buying expensive air time, it 
has donated in excess 

of-dollars to the cause of 

saving our planet.” Don’t get 
me wrong, these ads we saw 
that day and night were a lot 
better than what usually gets 
pumped through the air and into 
our brains, and wearing shirts 
and buttons IS a good thing. 
What remains in my conscience 
and in my heart, though, is that 
we need, as a people, to stop 
just talking the talk and to start 
walking the walk. Words, by 
themselves, are shallow. We 
need action, and we need it 
now. 

One of the simplest ways to 
Do Something is to recycle.

garbage burned in an incinera¬ 
tor produces 500 pounds of 
hazardous ash and an average 
of 5000 different chemical 
compounds; the financial sav¬ 
ings themselves should be rea¬ 
son enough to begin recycling. 
Everything. 

Here at ULowell, we are 
starting with cans. Now, other 
groups on campus have begun 
small initiatives to recycle soda 
and beer cans, but this is going 
to be different. By all means, 
continue to support other, 
smaller groups in what can 
amount to a healthy little 
fundraising; but you will, no 
doubt, begin to see MASSPIRG 
bins and signs popping up 
wherever we can put them. We 
start with cans, we start with 
South Campus, and we start 
infiltrating the residence halls, 
beginning with Concordia. It 
will happen. It IS happening.

As if Cote wasn’t enough pres¬ 
sure for Campopiano, corner- 
back Don Bartlett picked him 
off three times, setting a school 
record with seven interceptions 
this season. Bobby Scaccia, 
Timmy Vale and Johnny Batts 
also had interceptions. Jim 
Divita and Derek Larson also 
had big defensive games, 
combing for 16 tackles and one 
sack. On offense, Tom Bradley 
had a great day with three 
touchdown receptions, giving 
him six on the year. Full-back 
Brian Gauthier is approaching a 
milestone. With 40 yards rush¬ 
ing, he now stands only 136 
away from joining former run¬ 
ning backs Jim Moguaro and 
Gary Errico in the exclusive 
club of gaining over 2,000 
career rushing yards. With his 
offensive line, the ‘HOGS’, he 
should have no problem doing 
so.
